Judge Emory , Speer Points One at 
Ex-Marshal Corbett. 


THE LATTER AS A LIVING PICTURE 


Colonel Preston Also Draws a Bead on Mr. 
Corbstt as He Stands on the Floor 
of the Courtroom. 


Macon, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—All evi- 
dence in the habeas corpus hearing of the 
deputy marshals charged with the mur.- 
der of Lucius Williams was suSmitted by 
noon today and argument was ther com- 
menced. The following is a synopsis of 
the most important part of today’s pro- 
ceedings: 


“Shot to Death.” 

T. Jack Williams,-son of Lucius 'Wil- 
liams, was the first witness. He saw his 
father after he was shot and prior to his 
death. He was conscious and told his son 
he was ‘“‘shot to death,’”’ and there was no 
need of going for a physician. The father 
was lying in the front porch ‘when shet. 
Continuing Williams said: ‘“‘When I went 
out of the house I saw Kelly and Kelly 
said he would like to see my father, ‘wut I 
told him that he had fatally shot him, and 
there was no use to see him. Kelly said 
he was sorry that he had shot father, but 
he had to do it in self-defense, as my 
father had fired at him twice before he 
shot. Kelly also said to me: ‘I command 
you in the name of the president of the 
United States to go for a physician right 
away.’ At Helena Kelly denied to me 
that he had said that my father shot at 
him twice before he fired at father.” 

In reply to the district attorney tle wit- 
ness said he understood there was an in- 
dictment in the United States court against 
him for aiding in the murder ot Tom 
Young, but knew nothing of the indictment 
until he came to Macon at this time. He 
Was put in jail in February onthe charge 
of assisting in the rescue of Lucius Wil- 
liams, intimidation, conspiracy, etc. He 
gave bond and was released from jail. 
He frequently saw his father and two 
brothers with guns, but didn’t see his 
father with a gun on the morning of the 

illing. He saw him at a stvure on that 
morning, but he had no gun. He thought 
his father carried a gun to evade arrest. 
Heard his father and brothers say they 
had been camping in the swamp, but don’t 
know for what purpose. 

Colonel Preston again tendered in evi- 
dence the newspaper which it was alleged 
Was over the face or Lucius Williams 
when he was lying on the porch, but the 
judge would not admit the paper, as no 
one had identified it as the paper which 
was said to have been over Williams’s 
face. 

Sheriff Alligood, of Telfair, said that he 
understood Kelly to say that he and lL-ucius 
Williams fired about the same time. 

Dr. H. J. Smith, of Telfair, testified 
that he was called in to see Lucius Wil- 
liams after he was shot. He described 
the location of the wounds. 

A Living Picture, 

Judge Speer, addressing Mr. W. P. Cor- 
bett, said he desired a large man on whom 
Dr. Smith could point out the location of 
the wounds as made on Williams,’ and 
asked Mr. Corbett to submit himself as 
the subject. Mr. Corbett consented, and 
made a first-class living picture. At the 
request of the court, Mr. Corbett removed 
his coat and Dr. Smith pointed out the 
location of the wounds. Mr. Corbett then 
stretched out on the floor, his head resting 
on the turned down back of a chair, in 


representation of the position Lucius Wil- 


liams is said to have laid on the porch. 
Colonel Preston then took a gun and stood 
in the direction Kelly is said to have oc- 
cupied when he fired the first shot at 
Williams, as alleged, and aiming the gun 
at the reclining figure of Mr. Corbett, asked 
Dr. Smith if Kelly had thus fired could 
the wounds on the jaw and the forehead 
have been inflicted. Dr. Smith replied that 
he thought the wounds could have thus 
been made. Judge Speer then took the 
wun and aiming it at Corbett as Preston 
did, asked Dr. Smith could the wounds 
near the spine have been inflicted, and Dr. 
Smith said they could not. 

Mr. Corbett was then asked to take posi- 
tion with a gun around an imaginary cor- 
ner, in representation of Williams’s position 
around the real corner of the front porch. 
Judge Speer then asked Dr. Smith was it 
possible for Williams to have received the 
wound in the side, and Dr. Smith said 
yes. He was further asked if it were possi- 
bie for Williams to have thus received the 
wounds near the spine or small of the 
back, and Dr. Smith said it was not possi- 
ble, unless Williams had turned around. 
The living picture exhibition by Mr. Corbett 
then came to a close. 

Colonel Preston then announced that the 
prosecution would introduce no other wit- 
nesses. District Attorney Gary said that 
his side had no further testimony tc offer. 


Argument Commenced. 


Solicifor General Eason, of the O 
circuit, arose and said that, as far 
Was concerned, he was willing tu ‘ve 
the case submitted without argument. ihe 
district attorney and Mr. Erwin res)onded 
that this was agreeable to them, an! hey 
were also willing to let the matter 'e- 
cided without argument. 

It looked as if there would be no speeches, 
but Colonel Preston conferred. a few mo- 
ments with Sheriff Alligood, of Telfair

‘county, and stated that, as far as he was 


concerned, he desired to argue the matter 
in compliance with the wishes of the 
sheriff who had arrested the deputies on a 
state warrant*charging murder. 

Judge Speer then announced that each 
side would be allowed two hours for argu- 
ment. ; 

Marion Erwin end Tom Eason finished 
their arguinents, Colonel Preston made a 
part of his argument and will concude to- 
morrow. He will be followed by pe dis- 
trict attorney. Newt Wells was put under 
@ $200 bond for his appearance to answer 
the charge of aiding in the rescue of Lu- 
cius Williams from the officers last De- 
cember. 

At the conclusion of the habeas curpus 
hearing tomorrow, Judge Speer will hear 
the Seaboard Air-Line injunction.

NEW COTTON PEST, 


Hitherto Uninown Insect Found 

Picying «on the Plant. 
San Antonio, Tex., May 29.—Professor C. 
Townsend, the government entomolo- 
gist who was recently sent .-to southwest 
Texas to investigate the ectton boll 
weevil, has just finisned a trip’ through 
the border counties of Texas on the lower 
Rio Grande, He states that he found very 
little cotton growing along the Rio Grande, 
and that the only place where he found 
the cotton infested with the weevil wus 
in the vicinity of Santa Maria. He also 
reports the discovery at Santa Maria of a 
rew insect preying on the cotton, which he 
had never before seen. 

“This new cotton insect,” said Professor 
Townsend, “is a scale inscct, belonging. 
therefore, to the {amily coccidea. It has 
not- yet been specifically determined. In 
appearance it is cottony white, about a 
quarter of an inch leng and less than 
half as wide, and looks like en oblong bit 
of cotton stuck on the plant. It was found 
very numervusly on a single plant of cot- 
ton two miles west of Santa Maria, occur- 
ring .on the leaves and stcms. It injures 
the plant by sucking the juice from the 
tissues, remaining stationary either on 
leaves or stems. This is the first and only 
time thei this insect has been found on 
cotton in the United States. It is entirely 
new to the planters. Ic is a soft-bodied 
insect, which clctnes itself with a cot- 
tony secretion, entirely covéring it. The 
scale insects are among the mest injurious 
insects known, and spread very rapidly, 
so this may prove sericus if it reaches a 
district where much cotton is cultivated. 
Fortunately there i= but little cotton this 
year on the lower Rio Grande.” 


Connell Said To Be Alive. 

Dublin, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)«The re- 
ported lynching of William Connel, the 
murderer of Sheriff Dunham, seems to be 
without foundation. The story of the 
lynching originated thus: On the morning 
after the tragedy parties from Montgomery 
county informed The Constitution corre- 
Spondent that a posse of excited citizens 
had come up with Connell in a secluded 
spot, and on his offering resistance was 
shot to death. Up till today he has eluded 
the authorities. It is now said he is hid- 
ing near home.

TROUBLE IS PEARED 


Tarpentine Hands Are Going to Ander- 
sonville Today Heavily Armad. 


THE CITIZENS WILL BE ARMED, T00 


They Do Not Intend To Interfere, How- 
ever, So Long as the Excursionists Con- 
fine the Fighting ‘l'o Themselv.s. 


Americus, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—Every- 
thing points to trouble at Andersonville to- 
morrow when the clans gather from all 
parts of southwest Georgia to celebrate 
Decoration Day at the national cemetery. 
It is estimated that 10,000 to 15,000 negroes 
will go. With many of them the occasion 
has no significance beyond an orgy of drink- 
ing. : 

Last year the marshal of Andersonville 
was shot by a riotous mob, and it is re- 


ported that a large number of desperate — 


negroes from the turpentine farms east of 
Americus, all armed with Winchesters, will 
be present and will see that no interfer- 
ence ig made by any civil or military offi- 
cials, no matter what disturbance may 
arise. Mayor Joiner, of Andersonville, was 
in Americus today and he is very appre- 
hensive of trouble. The citizens of Ander- 
sonville are all weil armed, but will not at- 
tempt to quell any riot or interfere in any 
rows between the negroes, merely confining 
their attention to the protection of their 
homes and families. 

No amount of shooting, so long as the ne- 
groes do not trouble citizens, will cause the 
latter to take any hand. They will act only 
in self-defense. Dr. Joiner has been ad- 
vised that a party of negroes have arranged 
to cut the telegraph wires to Americus the 
moment any trouble begins. This will be 
to prevent. the Americus Light Infantry 
from reaching Andersonville... This com- 
pany will not turn out unless a telegram 
from the mayor of Andersonville to Sheriff 
Forest is received calling for help. Then 
the fire bell will summon the soldiers to 
their armory, where everything will be 
made ready under the terms of the govern- 
or’s orders. No special train has been pro- 
vided for the use of the company, but as 
there will be trains for the excursionists 
running almost every hour of,the day be- 
tween the two places it is thought there 
will be no material delay in reaching An- 
dersonville should a call for the military 
be made. | 

While the majority of the negroes are 
peaceful and orderly, the occasion is taken 
advantage of by a rough and lawless ele- 
ment who go there armed and get drunk 
and create trouble. 

Crowds at Albany. 

Albany, Ga., Muay 29.—(Special.)—This 
city is the tempormry stopping place for a 
vast crowd of negro excursionists en route 
te Andersonville. A large crowd arrived 
from along the Brunswick and Western 
railroad this afternoon and a still larger 
crowd will be ig tonight from Jacksonville. 
The wtole crew will leave for Anderson- 
ville at 7 o’clock in the morning and with 
the resident negroes and another excursion 
will make a crowd of 3,500° people from 
this section. 


SHE WHIPPED THREE MEN.

Rome, Ga., May 29.—(Special.)—The piti- 
ful story of Mrs. Martha Chapman Garris, 
adjudged a lunatic by a jury and now con- 
fined in jail to await the result of an ap- 
plication for her admission into the asylum,

Two years ago she was a gentle, happy- 
hearted girl, living in Augusta. Her only 
brother had gone to Philadelphia to live, 
her mother had just died and her father 
was a poor man, a common laborer.

The girl was very unhappy, and from 
brooding over her troubles became slightly 
deranged last January, was sent to Augus- 
ta, where she remained for three weeks,

Monday she became violent, started to 
the station to meet her brother, who had 
written her from Philadelphia after several 
years’ silence that he would see her this 
summer. The husband followed and at- 
tempted to stop her, when she turned upon 
him and knocked him down.

and of a most agreeable disposition, but: 


her life sorrow has driven her insane.

are to her. They are amply able to take 
care of her and Townsend is very poor, 
but he is going to carry the case to the 
supreme court, although ®e made a bona 
fide contract relinquishing all claims to her 
when he gave her to the Davises.

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THE SEABOARD SUIT 


There Will Be Dozans of Big Railroad 
Guns in Macon. 


HEARING OF THE INJUNCTION CASE 


Judge Bmory Speer Will Hear What the 
Associated Roads Have To Say inthe 
Matter—Other Railroad News. 


Today is set apart for the trial of the 
celebrated injunctiun case brought by the 
Seaboard Air-Line against all the lines that 
compose the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association in the United States court, 
Over which Judge Speer presides. 

The case is booked for a hoaring today 
in Macon and all of the big railroad guns 
will be there. 

The history of the suit is interesting 
and is the sensation of the season in 
railroad circles. The Seaboard was boy- 
cotted several months ago by the Scuthern 
Railway and Steamship Association, it be- 
ing claimed by the association that al- 
though the Seaboard was not a member 
of the organization it was under agree- 
ment to abide its rulings in the matter of 
rates and other details of traffic agree- 
ment. 

It was charged that the Seaboard reneat- 
edly violated the rules and terms of the 
organization ani that the roads composing 
the Southern Reilway and Steamship As- 
sociation were being seriously injured by 
the alleged fraudulent manipulations ef the 
Seaboard, For these reasons and under 
Buch charges the Seaboard was boycotted 
by ihe associated roads. 

The boycott had not fairly taken effect 
before the Seaboard was un and doing. 
Messrs. King & Spalding, representing that 
road, went before Judge Lumpkin, of the 
Fultcn county superior court, and filed a 
bill for an injunction against the Western 
and Atlantic and the Nashviile, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis roads, »here being a 
special contract between these three com- 
panies by which the latter agreed to give 
the Seaboard always as advantageous 
rates as to any other line. The ruling of 
Jucge Lumpkin in the case, however, was 
mot to the Seaboard’s interest, he holding 
that the two roads leading out to the west 
would have a right to make rates on all 
business originating beyond the city of 
Chattanoog2. The attcineys ror the Sea- 
beard then filed a bill of exceptions to this 
decision, which is now pending before the 
Supreme court, the hearing having just 
been ended yesterday,> when Mr. J. J. 
Spalding, for the Seaboard, made the last 
speech. The supreme court will render a 
decision in the near future, it being a 
rushed case. 

But in the meantime the attorneys for 
the Seaboard have made a gieater strike 
than this. They have gone to the federal 
courts sud waged war upon the Central 
railrcad, which ‘s in the hanas of a re- 
ceiver and under the control of the fed- 
eral court in which the suit is to be tried. 

Tne nature of the suit has already been 
tela in repeated accounts published in The 
Constitution. Lhe detendants in the case 
@re ull the lines in the Southern Railway 
and Stuamship Assoviation, though the Cen- 
tral of Georgia has been singled out as a 
Paticular target for ine arguments that 
Will be brought out by the Seaboard’s 
shrewd attorneys. 

The case is the sensation of the day. 
There will be gathered in Macon more 
prominent railroad oiticials and railroad 
lawyers than were ever gathered in a 
courthouse on any one case, perhaps, since 
the suit affects interests of all tne 
leading lines of the scuth, Judgc Baxter,

It was only the other day, in a rock-hewn 
tomb down in southern Mexico, that there 
was found a bronze and hammered iron 
sword, bearing on its blade and handle—in 
rich inlaying of silver—characters of record 
and representations of life distinctively 
Assyrian and Grecian. The roughly ham- 
mered iron blade showed the crudity of 
the early days of the iron age, but the ex- 
qQuisite inlaying of silver on the bronze 
bore testimony to the cunning of the 
silversmiths who wrought the weapon. To 
ail appearances, and according to the in- 
Scriptions, it was a royal arm, for on its 
ample hilt it bore in horizontal lines the 
crowned head of its wearer, hile below, 
in “uneiform characters on the blade, were 
upparently the title and name of the sov- 
ereign. The sword and scahbard weighed 
twelve pounds, of which the sword alone 
represented two-thirds of the total. How 
a Chaldean sword could find its way into 
the tomb in Mexico is more than any one 
has been able to conjecture. 

All over central and southern Mexico 
there are relics of a departed race whose 
anrals antedate even those of the Aztecs. 
Antiguarians have endeavored to read their 
history in the stones of Tula, which was 
the old Toltec capital, now a place of ruins. 
Ol’ Tula is now overgrown and half hidden 
frc 1 sight. San Juan Teotihuacan is also 
tamous for its two great earthen pyramids, 
which stand out on the plain a half-mile 
apart. One of them was dedicated to the 
sun, the other to the moon. The earth for 
miles around is filled with small images— 
caritas—insomuch that it seems as if these 
ancient people spent most of their time in 
mal:ing them.

A marvelous story is that which comes 
from Arizona, where a few months ago 
some prospectors in the Bradshaw moun- 
tains came upon a cliff-dwellers’ village 
in one of the most inaccessible canons of 
th. . range—the largest village of the kind 
ever yet discovered. Several of the houses 
were explored and large quantities of pot- 
tery and some instruments, evidently used 
for cultivating the soil, were found. In 
one the skeleton of a man, not over four 
feet cight inches in height, was discovered. 
The canon at this place is half a mile 
wide and shows evidence. of having been 
cultivated. If this theory ‘proves to be 
true it will throw more light on the habits 
of this little known people. So far as 
known no other evidence has ever been dis- 
covered of cliff dwellers having cultivated 
the soil. 


An Austrian student, Elerr Low, who has 
been traveling in Central America, has re= 
cently obtained and forwarded to the im- 
perial museum in Vienna twelve large stone 
slabs bearing footprints in the solid rock, 
The slabs were taken from the quarry over 
Lake Managua, in the territory of Nica- 
ragua, These footprints had been overlaid 
by eleven different layers of stone, ex- 
tending to a depth of four meters, and in- 
dicating an antiquity for our race quite 
transcending all conjectures hitherto haz- 
arded. They are about three-quarters of a 
meter square and are sunk into the stone 
to a depth of from eight to ten centi- 
nveters. The fodtprimis are said to De 
very conspicuous and seem to be those of 
three distinct persons, one of whom was a 
child. To what race or to what age they 
belonged no one yet has ventured to guess. 


Curious and puzzling as anything b:Jught 
to light in recent years was some ancient 
handiwork found not leng ago in making 
excavations for a canal connecting Lakes 
Eustis and SJJora, in southern Florida. The 
first excavations revealed .the existence 
of a cleariy defined well lying in a line 
tending toward the southwest from where 
it was first struck. The wall was com- 
posed of a dark brown sandstone, very mucrn 
crumbled in places, but more distinct, more 
Clearly defined and the stone more solid 
as the digging increased in depth, The 
wall was evidently the castern side of an 
ancient home or fortification, This sand 
mound was dug into cnly a few inches, 
but enough Was aiscovered to warrant the 
belief that here on the northwestern snore 
of Lake Dora is submerged a city or town 
or fortification older by centuries than any- 
thing yet discovered in this portion of 
L‘lerida. Small curiously shaped blocks of 
sandstone, some of them showing traces of 
fire, pieces of pottery and utensils made 
of mottled flint were thrown cut by the 
men while werking waist dee; in water. 
One spear head of mottled flint, five andl 
a halt inches long by cne and a quarter 
inches wide, nicely finished, was taken from 
the top of the sand mound and about four 
feet below the water level of the lake. 


But in 10 part of this country, perhaps, 
have so many valuable “finds” been made 
as in the territcry of New Mexico. All this 
region seems to heve been thickly peopled 
ages ago by a highly civilized race. On the 
highest point of the great Potrero de las 
Vacas of New Mexico are the most re- 
markable prehistoric relics that have been 
Gisccvered, being ro less thai the gods 
sculptured in stone that were worshiped 
by the ancients, These are the statues of 
mountain lions carved from a volcanic rock, 
The images are inchosed in a rude and al- 
most circular stone wall, in a space fifty 
feet in circumference, three feet in height, 
with an entrance projecting eighteen feet 
toward the southeast three feet wide. The 
licens face directly toward tne east, are 
two in number, separated by a space of 
twelve inches, and are each six feet in 
length, and each “represents a puma, or 
mountain lion, in the act of crouching for 
a spring. The heads of these statues are 
almost entirely destroyed, showing plainly 
the marks of the picus hammer that sought 
their overthrow, ‘The legs, budies and tails 
of the animal are better preserved, and 
constitute the remains of the most remark- 
able stone images set up for pagan wor- 
ship in the territory of the United States. 
To the gois the Cochita Indians of the 
present day pay homage.

There Will Ba Dozens of Big Railroad 
Guos in Macon. 


HEARING OF THE INJUNCTION CASE 


Judge Emory Speer Will Hear What the 
Associated Roads Have To Say inthe 
Matter~—Other Railroad News. 


Today is set apart for the trial of the 
celebrated injunction case brought by the 
Seaboard Air-Line against ali the lines that 
compose the Southern Railway and Steam- 


ship Association in the United States court, 


over which Judge Speer presides. 

The case is booked for a hoaring today 
in Macon and all of the big railroad guns 
will be there. 

The history of the suit is interesting 
and is the sensation of the season in 
railroad circles. The Seaboard was boy- 
cotted several months ago by the Southern 
Nailway and Steamship Association, it be- 
ing claimed by the association that al- 
though the Seaboard was not a member 
of the organization it was under agree- 
ment to abide its rulings in the matter of 
rates and other details of traffic agree- 
ment. 

It was charged that the Seaboard reneat- 
edly violated the rules and terms of the 
organization ani that the roads composing 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation were being seriously injured by 
the alleged fraudulent manipulations of the 
Seaboard, For these reasons and under 
such charges the Seaboard was boycotted 
by the associated roads. 

The boycott had not fairly taken effect 
before the Seaboard was un and doing. 
Metsrs. King & Spalding, representing that 
road, went before Judge Lumpkin, of the 
Fultcn county superior court, and filed a 
bill for an injunction against the Western 
and Atlantic and the Nashviile, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis roads, -here being a 
special contract between these three com- 
panies by which the latter agreed to give 
the Seaboard always as advantageous 
rates as to any other line. The ruling of 
Jucge Lumpkin in the case, however, was 
rot to the Seaboard’s interest, he holding 
that the two roads leading out to the west 
would have a right to make rates on all 
business originating beyond the city of 
Chattanoog2. The attcineys ror the Sea- 
beard then filed a bill of exceptions to this 
decision, which is now pending before the 
Stpreme court, the hearing having just 
been ended yesterday, when Mr. J. J. 
Spalding, for the Seaboard, made the last 
speech. The supreme court will render a 
decision in the near future, it being a 
rushed case. 

But in the meantime the attorneys for 
the Seaboard have made a greater strike 
than this. They have gone to the federal 
courts end waged war upon the Central 
railrcad, which ‘s in the hands of a re- 
ceiver and under the control of the fed- 
eral court in which the suit is to be tried. 

Tne nature of the suit has already been 
tela in repeated accounts published in The 
Constitution. Lie defendants in the case 
are ail the lines in the Southern Railway 
and Stuamship Assoviation, though the Cen- 
tral of Georgia has been singled out as a 
Paticular target fer ine arguments that 
will be brought out by the Seaboard's 
shrewd atturneys. 

The case is the sensation of the day. 
There will be guthered in Macon more 
prominent railroad otticials and railroad 
lawyers than were ever gathered in a 
courthouse on any one case, perhaps, since 
the sit affects interests of all the 
leading lines of the scuth. Judge Baxter, 
of NuShvilie, the celebrated aitorney in

The gentlemen were today unable to 
make any estimate of what the rates would 
be from the northern cities, but they said 
they would be the most satisfactory rates 
that have ever been issued. 

“We are taking into consideration the 
hard times,” said Mr. Harmon, of the 
Western and Atlantic, “and the rates to 
Atlanta will be much cheaper than they 
were to Chicago, in proportion I mean. We 
are making every effort to make the rates 
very low and I think the result will prove 
Quite phenomenal when we are through 
with them.’’ 


RECENT DISCOVERIES, 


It was only the other day, in a rock-hewn 
tomb down in southern Mexico, that there 
was found a bronze and hammered iron 
Sword, bearing on its blade and handle—in 
rich inlaying of silver—characters of record 
and representations of life distinctively 
Assyrian and Grecian. The roughly ham- 
mered iron blade showed the crudity of 
the early days of the iron age, but the ex- 
quisite inlaying of silver on the bronze 
bore testimony to the cunning of the 
silversmiths who wrought the weapon. To 
all appearances, and according to the in- 
scriptions, it was a royal arm, for on its 
ample hilt it bore in horizontal lines the 
crowned head of its wearer, while below, 
in cuneiform characters on the blade, were 
apparently the title and name of the sov- 
ereign. The sword and scabbard weighed 
twelve pounds, of which the sword alone 
represented two-thirds of the total. How 
a Chaldean sword could find its way into 
the tomb in Mexico is more than any one 
has been able to conjecture. 

All over central and southern -Mexico 
there are relics of a departed race whose 
annals antedate even those of the Aztecs. 
Antiquarians have endeavored to read their 
history in the stones of Tula, which was 
the old Toltec capital, now a place of ruins. 
Old Tula is now overgrown and half hidden 
from sight. San Juan Teotihuacan is also 
famous for its two great earthen pyramids, 
which stand out on the plain a haif-mile 
apart. One of them was dedicated to the 
sun, the other to the moon. The earth for 
miles around is filled with Small images— 
caritas—insomuch that it seems as if these 
ancient people spent most of their time in 
making them.

A marvelous story is that which comes 
from Arizona, where a few months ago 
some prospectors in the Bradshaw moun- 
tains came upon a cliff-dwellers’ village 
in one of the most inaccessible canons of 
that range—the largest village of ithe kind 
ever yet discovered. Several of the houses 
were explored and large quantities of pot- 
tery and some instruments, evidently used 
for cultivating the soil, were found. In 
one the skeleton of a man, not over four 
féet eight inches in height, was discovered. 
The canon at this place is half a mile 
wide and shows evidence of having been 
cultivated. If this theory proves to be 
true it will throw more light on the habits 
of this little known people. So far as 
known no other evidence Nas ever been dis- 
covered of cliff dwellers having cultivated 
the soil. 


An Austrian student, Hlerr Low, who has 
been traveling in Central America, has re= 
cently obtained and forwardei to the im- 
perial museum in Vienna twelve large stone 
slabs bearing footprints in the solid rock, 
The slabs were taken from the quarry over 
Lake Managua, in the territory of Nica- 
ragua, These footprints had been overlaid 
by eleven different layers of stone, ex- 
tending to a depth of four meters, and in- 
dicating an antiquity for our race quite 
transcerding all conjectures hitherto haz- 
arded. They are about three-quarters of a 
meter square and are sunk into the stone 
to a depth of from eight to ten centi- 
nveters. The fodtyrinmis are said to De 
very conspicuous and seem to be those of 
three dis'inct persons, one of whom was a 
child. To what race or to what age they 
belonged no one yet has ventured to ,uess. 


Curfous and puzzling es anything b:ought 
to light in recent years was some ancient 
handiwork found wot leng ago in maxing 
excavations for a canal connecting Lakes 
Eustis and JJora, in southern Flioriua. The 
first excavations revealed .the existence 
of a cleariy defined wall lying in a line 
tending teward the southwest from where 
it was first struck. The wall was com- 
posed of a dark brown sandstone, very mucn 
crumbled in places, but more distinct, more 
clearly defined and the stone more solid 
as the digging increased in depth, The 
wall was evidently the castern side of an 
ancient lome or fortification, Phis sand 
mound was dug into cnly a few inches, 
but enough Was aiscovered to warrant the 
belief that here on the northwestern snore 
of Lake Dora is submerged a city or town 
or fortification older by centuries than any- 
thing yet discovered in this portion of 
l‘iorida. Smajl curiously shaped blocks of 
sandstone, some of them showing traces of 
fire, pieces of pettery and utensils made 
of mottled flint were thrown cut by the 
men while werking waist deep in water. 
One spear head of mottled flint, five anid 
a half inches long by cne and a quarter 
inches wide, nicely finished, was taken from 
the top of the sand mound and about four 
feet below the water level of the lake. 


Put in 10 part of this country, perhaps, 
have so many valuable “finds” been made 
as in the territcry of New Mexico. All this 
region seems to heve been thickly peopled 
ages ago by a highly civilized race. On the 
highest point of the great Potrero de las 
Vacas of New Mexico are the most re- 
markable prehistoric relics that have been 
Gisccvered, being ro less than the gods 
sculptured in stone that were worshiped 
by the ancients. These are the statues of 
mountain lions carved from a volcanic rock, 
The images are inclosed in a rude and al- 
most circular stone wall, in a space fifty 
feet in circumference, three feet in height, 
with an entrance projecting eighteen feet 
toward the southeast tbree feét wide. The 
licens face directly toward tne east, are 
two in number, separated by a space of 
twelve inches, and are each six feet in 
length, and each “represents a puma, or 
mountain lion, in the act of crouching for 
@ spring. The heads of these statues are 
almost entirely destroyed, showing plainly 
the marks of the picus hammer that sought 
their overthrow, ‘The legs, budies and tails 
of the animal are, better preserved, and 
constitute the remains of the most remark- 
able stone images set up for pagan wor- 
ghip in the territory of the United States. 
To these gojs the Cochita Indians of the 
present day pay homage.

THE COMPLAINANT IS MR, PAT MOORE 


Who Says That Brooks ‘Cheated and 
Swiadied Him — He Was Bound 
Over To Answer. 


Yesterday afternoon Charles H. Brooks, 
the general manager of the Atlanta Pro- 
moting Company, was arrested in his office 
on @ warrant sworn out by Mr. P. H. Moore. 

The charge preferred against Brooks 1s 
cheating and swindling, and thereby hangs 
an interesting story, covering a period of 
many weeks, _ and, it is alleged, many 
crooked deeds 

Mr. Moore, the complainant, is an officer 
in the revenue service and has lived in At- 
lanta some time. About a year ago he re- 
sided on Courtland avenue, and there it was 
that the story began, the end of which is 
yet afar off. ; 

Mr. Moore claims that he has been the 
victim of a shrewd conspiracy and in the 
shuffie has lost a great deal of money. He 
gays that Brooks obtained rooms at his 
house last August. Brooks brought with 
him a lady whom he said was his mother. 
Moore claims that Brooks had been with 
him as a boarder only a short while when 
he approached him and in a smooth manner 
told him of his scheme. He claimed to be 
an agent for:a patented toy swing and pro- 
posed to organize a stock company to han- 
dle the patent, the right and ownership of 
which was owned and controlled by a Mich- 
igan man by the name of Parsons. 

Brooks Proposes a Deal. 

Mr. Moore says that Brooks told him of 
his scheme in a straightforward and frank 
manner and the deal seemed to hold water. 
In fact, Mr. Moore thought so well of the 
idea that he subscribed $590 to the capital 
stock of the company that was being 
formed. He did not discover the irregular- 
ity that was so soon to crop out, and he 
gave Brooks his notes for $400. These notes 
were sixteen in number and their face 
value was $25. The remaining $100 of stock 
purchased by Moore was to be paid out of 
his profits in the future derived from his 


investment. 

When Moore gave the notes Brooks pro- 
posed to place $500 to Moore's credit in the 
Lowry bank, which was to be subject to 
the latter’s check. When this arrange- 
ment was perfected, as Moore. thought, 
Brooks induced a Mr. W. T. Nolan to be- 
come a stockholder, and he and Nolan told 
Moore that they also had put in $500 each. 
The fourth man, whose subscription was to 
equal the holdings of the other three, could 
not be found. Brooks related the fact to 
Moore and Nolan, and between themselves 
they decided to increase their subscriptions 
to 3625, and Moore was asked to advance 

oO to accomplish this end. He 
felt secure in so doing upon a 
representation made by Nolan that he 
owned a farm in Coweta county, near New- 
nan. Moore made the advance and later on 
it was told him by Brooks that the right 
to make the toy swings had been signed 
over to them by the patentee, S. W. Par- 
sons, of Michigan, for which $2,000 had 
been paid. 

The new concern began its existence un- 
der the name of the Atlanta Patent, Pro- 
moting and Manufacturing Company and 
its birth was announced by advertisements 
placed in the conspicuous papers of the 
state. Mr. James Campbell was interested 
by Brooks in the scheme and finally was 
induced to take stock. All went well for 
awhile and the men were satisfied with 
their investment. Mr. Campbell was asked 
to advance money for the company, which 
he consented to do if given a mortgage 
On the stock of goods they had made.™g@Phis 
stock consisted of about 1,200 of th® toy 
Swings and a mortgage covering this was 
duly executed in favor of James Campbell. 

Moore, the complainant, alleges that 
Breoks has led a life of crookedness in 
the past and that he is given to living by 
his wits. He declares that the plan, when 
laid before him, was apparently plausible 
and feasible, but that after his money was 
invested and the investment was searched 
it was found that the stock of swings on 
hand, the right to the patent and all the 
property were worth nothing at all com- 
pared to the price paid, In other words, 
Moore declares that he bought ‘‘nothing’’ 
represented to be worth good har dollars 
and was and is out what he paid, notwith- 
standing the fact that he demanded the 
return of his morey, at the same time 
charging Brooks with swindling him. 

Brooks is held in default of a five-hun- 
dred-dollar bond for his appearance before 
Judge Landrum on Friday. Moore claims 
that the most damaging evidence has been 
secured and he has several witnesses who 
will assist him materially in the case.

The other 
companies interested are the Arkansas and 
Missouri lumber companies, and the Louis- 
iana and Mississippi Lumber Company. 
The officers of the company are W. W. 
Smith, of Peters Lumber Company, presi- 
dent; F. L. Wagar, of the Wagar Lumber 
Company, secretary and treasurer; A. 5S. 
Benn, of Mobile, first vice president; M. L. 
Davis, of Oak Grove, Ala., second vice 

president. 

The executive, price list and other com- 
mittees are made up of all the big Alabama 
lumber dealers and mill men. The members 
are confident that if harmony prevails in 
the ranks living prices can be secured here- 
after for lumber, as the states of Alabama, 
Mississippi, Florida, Louisiana, Missouri 
and Arkansas are represented in the com- 
bine and it is a strong one. If they fail 
they say many mills will close down, as 
they are not making expenses. The action 
of the lumbermen today is of particular 
interest to mill men east of the Mississippi, 
north of the Ohio and all New England 
points. The meeting adjourned to meet 
June 6th, in Montgomery, Ala.

With reference to the war, the 
governor told the students not to allow 
themselves to believe that the union sole 
diers fought for the freedom of the slaves, 
for it was not true. He thought slavery had 
existed as long as it was best for the two 
races, and the comb nation of circumstances 
that caused the freedom of the negro was 
the handiwork of Him who doeth all things 
well. 

When the governor had concluded he 
told the boys that he didn’t want to be mis- 
understood, hence he deemed it proper to 


thy, he would be given positions of trust, 
but that this is a white man’s government 
and the less the negro attempts to govern 
the more he would be trusted by the white 
man. At the close of the governor’s speech 
the 400 students arose and sang ‘‘God Be 
with You Till We Meet Again.” 

The principal, Professor W. H. Council, 
thanked Governor Oates in a _ beautiful 
speech in which he said he had hoped, but 
never expected to hear such a magnificent 
speech to the colored race from the governor 
of any commonwealth.

Why They Protesty 

Press dispatches published yesterday 
morning carried a vigorous address is- 
sued by the “sound money” committee 
of the New York chamber of commerce 
and addressed to “the business men of 
the south,” in which an appeal is made 
“to resist every effort to precipitate a 
monetary revolution,” and protesting 

gainst giving encouragement to the 
restoration of silver to its position as a 
standard money metal. 

The press dispatches of the same day 
also contained the report of a “sound 
money” meeting held at the Academy of 
Music, in Philadelphia, on Monday night, 
at which Senator Edmunds and Mr. 
Trenholm made addresses of the usual 
gold standard variety. It is a little re- 
markable, is it not, that the crusade 
against a return to bonest bimetallism 
is being directed from the money centers 
of the east? So vigorous is this opposi- 
tion that it is not surprising that it has 
evoked comment suggesting that it may 
have its origin in selfish motives. 

Some light is thrown on the subject 
by the table of tax valuations recently 
published in The Constitution showing 
the net gains and the net losses in the 
taxable valuation of property in all the 
states for the year 1894, as compared 
with the year 1893, the aggregate differ- 
ence in one year being vividly illustrated 
by the following chart: 
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It will be seen from this map, which 
fs based on the official sworn records 


of the states of the union for the first. 


year of the gold standard, that the total 
decrease in tax valuations for the vast 
section of country lying between Penn- 
sylvania and the Pacific ocean on the 
west and the gulf of Mexico on the 
south, aggregates the astonishing sum 
of $412,510,985, while the net inerease 
in valuation in the little neek of terri- 
tory east of and including Pennsylvania 
is $312,110,555; and of this almost the 
entire increase is shown in the heavy 
gain in tax returns in the cities of 
Philadelphia, New York and Boston, the 
tax returns of the country eounties, eveu 
of the east, having largely decreased. 

It will thus be observed that the total 
decrease of nearly $500,000,000 in the 
states west and sonth of Pennsylvania 
has been absorbed in the cities. of Phila- 
delphia, New York and Boston, which 
cities are now holding daily meetings 
advising the people of the balance of 
the country to hold their necks close to 
the ground in order that the. progress 
of the single gold standard Juggernaut 
may not be impeded. 

No wonder that New York, Philadel- 
phia and Boston are impressed with 
the beauties of the single gold standard 
and that the people of the south are 
being urged to stop their protests against 
it! In the first year of its operation 
the south lost over $90,000,000 in the 
valuation of its taxable property, as 
shown in its sworn returns. The middle 
western states lost $111,655,252, and the 
far western states lost over $210,000,000. 

And yet, strange to say, right here 
in the south and in the west are to be 
found organs praising the system that 
is smiting the prosperity of our people, 
and commending its continuation, thoug 
it is absorbing our vitality, levying dis- 
criminating exactions against our com- 
merce, depressing our industry and 
paralyzing the agricultural activity of 
our people. 

The map is worth studying! It is, not 
@ fanciful picture. It is compiled from 
the official records, and whenever you 
read of another meeting ‘in New York, 
Philadelphia or Boston, and receive any 
more protests, it may be well for you 
to cut it out and send it up there, in 
order that our good friends, whose

section. Of course what Atlanta will 
make out of it will be a mere drop 
the bucket to the advantages whic) w 
be reaped by the southern produces, 
manufacturers and merchants at large.

Mr. J. ©. Clarke, president of the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad Company, has ,

I am a bimetallist; I believe in both gold 
and silver as good and cound money. I 
think there should be no discrimination, at 
the United States mints, in the coinage of 
either metal. I believe that our government 
could and should coin five hundred millions 
of silver, chiefly in dimes, quarters and half 
dollars, for use and circulation in our own 
country; that the United States govern- 
ment should issue no paper money in less 
denominatons than $10, nor coin any gold 
in less d°onominations than $. Make all 
silver that is coined by the United States 
government a legal tender, at its face value, 
for all debts, private and public, in the 
United States. If our people contract debts 
in foreign countries they will in the future, 
as they have in the past, pay their debts 
in the lawful money of such countries 
where the debts are due. 

If international agreement can be secured 
to recogn'ze silver in all countries, I am in 
favor of hat, but no silver that is coined 
by foreign countries shall be a legal tender 
in the United States, unless such foreign 
countries shall make silver that is coined 
by the United States government a legal 
tender, ai its face value, in such countries, 
If no international agreement can be made, 
then Il am in favor of our own government 
coining silver for the use and benefit of our 
own people in the prosecution of business 
and the development of our country’s re- 
sources, to whatever extent the country, in 
its growth, population @nd business, may, 
from time to time, require, at 16 to 1, or 
whatever ratio to gould the United States 
congress i: ting for the whole people of our 
country, shall determine is right, just and 
proper, in the interest of the American peo- 
ple, east, west, north and south. :

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The English ruling classes are showing 
a high degree of intelligence in the man- 
agement of heir recruiting system. They 
have got rid of the fundamental idea of 
an aristocracy of birth.

It makes no dif- 
ference what he is or where he comes 
from. If he shows strength, if he demon- 
strates his ability to thrust his way to 
the front in the struggle for existence, if 
he has shown the power to push the weak 
aside or even if he is merely excellent 
without being aggressive, he is watched in 
the hope that his strength. can be added 
to that of the governing class. 


It is a queer story that comes from the 
east in regard to Russia's course with 
Japan, While exchanging diplomatic 
notes at Tokio, Russia, it seems, has been 
massing troops north of Manchuria with 
which to invade and occupy the region 
from which Japan is asked to withdraw. 
Some twenty thousand men have been 
advanced fro: the Siberian frontier south- 
ward toward Kirin and the Corean border. 
This is a display of force upon which Ger- 
many hadn’t counted when it joined Rus- 
sia and France in asking Japan to retire 
from the Liao-Tung peninsula. Germany 
has accordingly, it is stated, withdrawn 
from the affair. France is left with Rus- 
sia, and wilh it is thought, stick to her 
through thick and thin. Russia’s pro- 
gramme, it is said in Berlin, is to treat 
China as another “sick man’’ and relieve 
him of Manchuria and Corea, elbowing 
Japan out. Will Japan resist? Can it 
stand a campaign on land against the czar’s 
armies? Thé situation is evidently a grave 
one if, as seems likely, the czar is prepar- 
ing to use force.

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PUBLIC OPINION. . 


St. Louis Republic: Since the Memphis 
meeting there has been no tidal wave of 
conversion to its platform. Secretary Car- 
lisle argued for the gold standard and the 
resolutions of the convention echoed his 
sentiments. Instead of making progress 
for conservative sentiment on the money 
question, the secretary’s address and the 
resolutions which followed have had the 
contrary effect. They have aroused the 
most extreme silver men to increased ac- 
tivity. By making it appear that the strug- 
gle is for and against the gold. standard, 
they have given to 16 to 1 leaders a plain 
advantage in appealing to the overwhelm- 
ing sentiment of the west and south in 
favor of silver money. 

Boston Globe: Every one knows that Mr. 
Balfour, the conservative leader in the 
house of commons, is stanch in the bime- 
tallic faith. Among other notables who 
have given their adhesion to the cause are 
the duke of Abercorn, the duke of Tl ife, 
the duke of Beaufort, Jacob Bright, Sir 
Lepel Griffin, Sir Henry James and Henry 
Chaplin, Knatchbull Hugesson and many 
other members of parliament. The Roth- 
schilds themselves are in sympathy with 
the movement. ‘Thomas Baring, Sir Sam- 
uel Montague, Sir Thomas Sutherland and 
not a few bankers and merchants of in- 
fluence are pledged to support international 
bimetallism. 

New York World: The president has it 
in his power to do more than anybody else 
to bring about that international rehearing 
which so many sound money men regard 
as the safest and surest way out of our 
difficulties. He can convene the Brussels 
conference anew, or he might, with the 
authority granted to him at the last ses- 
sion of congress, do much to encourage 
Germany’s disposition to call a new con- 
ference. The facts are all in favor of 
such an effort on his part. Sound political 
sagacity should prompt the president to 
lead in an endeavor for the settlement of 
the question rather than to lead in a pol- 
icy calculated not only to disrupt his own 
party but to divide the forces that favor 
sound money. 

Wilmington Messenger: If the only use 
of silver is such as Cleveland and Carlisle 
favor, then it should be dropped altogeth- 
er. With gold the only money—the only 
legal tender, then why shall the govern- 
ment bother itself with any consideration 
of silver. It is absurd to take the position 
the government takes. It is not worthy 
of any clear understanding of finance and 
is only befogging a matter of great im- 
portance to the people and which they 
should understand. If gold is alone to 
continue to be money—redemption money— 
money in final payment—a legal tender in 
all sums above $5, then why shall the gov- 
ernment worry and perplex itself over sil- 
ver at all? There is no doubt, we appre- 
hend, that the southern democrats are 
overwhelmingly for silver. The vote of 
the democratic state committee—29 to 1l— 
about expresses public sentiment in North 
Carolina. The men who constitute the 
silver minority prefer gold only, but the 
twenty-nine demand both silver and gold. 
The Republic, which has seemed to us 
extremely moderate in its advocacy of sil- 
ver heretofore, says in its issue of the 23d 
instant, that ‘‘four-fifths of the Kentucky 
democrats are opposed to the gold stand- 
ard and probably a larger proportion in 
the rest of the south deny that Mr.. Car- 
lisle’s view of the money standatd is the 
democratic view.’’ 


SILVER IN GCBORGIA. 


Butler Herald: The “Sherman silver law” 
was repealed as the president directed, 
and it is now about the middle of 1895, The 
goldbugs promised that if the law—the 
“Sherman law’’—requiring the monthly pur- 
chase of silver, was repealed by congress

‘Chis 
shipment of gold increased after the repeal 
to such a great extent that there was as 
much gold shipped in twelve months as 
preg had been for ten years preceding that 

me. 


Albany Herald: The gold advocates will 
have to take another tack if they want to 
frighten the west and the south from free 
silver. We are already acclimated to hard 
times and can’t be scared off by any such 
Sloomy. predictions. The south and the 
west .have followed the eastern financiers 
for years past and the coils have steadily 
grown tighter. They are willing now to 
take the risk of a return to silver coinage, 
and they will do it.

Bogus Sterling Marks. 
From The New York Jeweler. 

Charges of violating the silver stamping 
law will be preferred to the grand jury of 
New York against the proprietors of twelve 
of New York’s most prominent department 
stores. The charges have been lodged by 
Newton Dexter, acting for the Connecticut 
Retail Jewelers’ Association and several 
prominent jobbers and manufacturers. 

Mr. Dexter has been engaged during the 
past two months in perfecting the evidence 
against these department store proprietors, 
and has made an extremely strong case. 
In collecting his evidence he followed a 
procedure similar to.that suggested by The 
Circular several months ago to the manu- 
facturers who have been most active in at- 
tempting to rid tne trade of this abuse. 
From each store Mr. Dexter, in company 
with a witness, made several purchases of 
so-called “sterling silver’ novelfies. Im- 
mediately after the purchase he made afii- 
davit before a notary public as to the cir- 
cumstances of the purchase, and then 
turned the goods over to the United States 
office for analysis. In each store 
several purchases were made at different 
times, and all goods duplicated in order 
that no loophole be left in the evidence, 

The report of the assay office showed the 
articles to be of various degrees below .925 
fine as required by law. The lowest pro- 
portion of silver, except in those goods re- 
turned is pure brass, was shown in sleeve 
buttons, which assayed .0005. The rest of 
the goods ranged from this up to about 
900 fine, the best showing being. made by 
the souvenir and bonbon spoons. The as- 
sayed goods and their duplicates, the cards, 
bill and everything connected with their 
sales, together with the affidavits of Mir.

A Political Sensation. 

In this connection, it may be proper to 
@tate that a great political sensation was 
Sprung at the barbecue yesterday when 
Colonel Calloway, the barbecue chef, was 
nominated for congress from the eighth 
district of Georgia. The nomiration was 
made in a clever speech by one of the 
brightest Washington correspondents on 
the scene, and was loudly cheered by all of 
the Knights of the quill. 

Colonel Calloway, with becoming modesty, 
said the office of sheriff of the grand old 
county of Wilkes, which has produced a 
Bob Toombs and an Alex Stephens, was 
good enough for’him; but the Washington 
correspondents all made public their in- 
tentions of starting the campaign going 
SO soon as they reached their desks again 
at the national capital. 

They Took in the Town. 

On their way to the barbecue, the visitors 
to Atlanta were escorted over the entire 
city in chartered electric cars. They were 
carried to all the principal points of in- 
terest in the city, and spent the entire 
morning on the drive, leaving the hotels— 
the Aragon and the Kimball—very early in 
the day. 

They reached the barbecue grounds at 2 
oO’ clock. 

The spot is one of the coolest and most 
delightful retreats about Atlanta, being on 
a high elevation and shaded by many giant 
oaks and the dense foliage of other shade 
trees. 

The various réception committees were 
already on the grounds, and received the 
Visitors with becoming hospitality and easy 
grace. The verandas of the delightful club- 
house were soon crowded with groups of 
ladies and gentlemen, who indulged in 
pleasing conversation all the while within 
easy reach of the tempting odor that was 
wafted on the light sdéutherly breeze from 
the barbecue pits out beside the fine arts 
building, close at hand. 

Along the Dinner Tables. 

The dinner was served at 2:30 o'clock and 
the visitors were brought together along 
the great tables, which were spread in 
the old-fashioned barbecue style on the 
shady lawn that fronts the clubhouse.

Everybody was in a good humor and 
happy, and there was not one present 
but who entered fully into the spirit of the 
day. 

Witty Fellows, Too, They Were, 

When the dinner was wound to a close 
and the guests fad all partaken freely of 
the feast the crowds gathered once more 
on the shady side of the pirturesque club- 
house and it wasn’t long before there were 
Calis for speeches from many of the 
prominent visitors present. 

Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, of The Atlanta 
Journal, chairman of one of the entertain- 
ment committees, arose on one of the 
’ highest pinnacles of shaded earth and in 
@ pleasing speech introduced Colonel E. 
G. Dunnell, of The New York Times, 
chairman of the committee of the Wash- 
ington correspondents, and the festive 
colonel was greeted with loud cheers. 

“In this hour of pleasure and promise,” 
gaid the colonel, with a shot of earnestness 
through his gilt-edge spectacles, ‘I feel 
‘that my timidity and my feebleness of 
tongue prevent the full expression of my 
gratification and joy and earnest appreci- 
ation of the countless evidences of rare 
southern hospitality which have been 
showered upon my people and my tribe. 

“I beg to express the prediction that 
when we boys get back home, however, 
and grasp for one moment the staff of 
the pen we wield, there shall be one loud 
voice of praise sent echoing through this 
vast country bestowing the highest compli- 
ments u the fair and plucky city of 
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Atlanta and the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition.” 

Colonel Dunnell continued in a happy vein 
and made a great hit, retiring amid a 
shower of continuous applause. 

Captain McFarland, of The Boston Her- 
ald, was the next speaker, and if there 
was ever a witty speech made at a barbe- 
cue, it was that which Captain McFar- 
land gave his attentive listeners. 

“tT am reminded,” said he, ‘‘of the man 
who when asked whom he had rather be 
if not himself replied: ‘My wife’s second 
husband,’ because while enjoying the pleas- 
ures of this day if I were asked what I 
ehad rather do than what I am-now doing 
1 should certainly reply: ‘I would like to be 
on my next visit to Atlanta.’ I congratu- 
late the people of Atlanta upon the prom- 
ise that is so freely displayed in the scene 
that greets my eye from this pinnacle. 
This proud, triumphant Gate City of the 
South deserves all that has been given her 
by a kind and benevolent providence, and 
long may she prosper is the wish of every 
heart in this company today, I warrant 
you.”’ 

Captain McFarland said his speech was 
to end here, but Mr. Cabaniss had asked 
him to speak on until he could trot in 
one of the members of the Cincinnati 
Commercial Club for the next speech, so he 
would have to continue, and he did con- 
tinue, and made one of the hits of the 
day. 

Mr. Burrows’s Happy Speech. 

Mr. G. H. Burrows was the first Cincin- 
nati man brought to the speaker’s stand, 
and he made one of the best speeches of 
the day. He spoke in friendly thrusts at 
the Washington correspondents, when he 
said that being a plain, blunt business man 
of a great manufacturing city he wa: hot 
capable of coping with a bright j)oung 
newspaper man who wrote speeches for 
congressmen and who were ever rea ly to 
speak on any subfect. 

“Why, these Washington correspondents 
can do anything under the sun,” said Mr. 
Burrows, and the crowd applauded him. 
“There is not one of them, wnen it comes 
to making a speech, but who can just open 
his mouth and walk off and leave it speak- 
ing. 

“T am a plain, practical 
from Cincinnati, but 1 want to Say 
while I cannot tind words to express my 
houghts on this: occasion, | nevertheless 
feel that which defies the force of the Eng- 
lish tongue in, conveying the gratification 
and happiness of a human heart. This isa 
day I shall never torget.- I love this fair 
city of Atlanta and i love the warm-heart- 
ed citizens who have built it. I have Seen 
Atlanta before. There are those of us here 
today who saw it once when it was noth- 
ing but a pile of ruins, marked here and 
there by a nude chimney. I honor the 
pluck and progress of a people that made 
the transformation. I have no pa tence 
with the man who decries the old south. I 
love the name of the old south, and I want 
to say that there is today no new S¢ uth— 
it is the same old south and the spirit that 
won wreaths for the bravery of your dead 
soldiers in a cause they thought was right 
is the same spirit of valor and cour...e 
that has made Atianta in times of peace 
grow to such colossal proportions in the 
face of al] adversities. No, my friends, 
there is no new souin. Call it the same old 
south, for by that name, as well as by ny 
other, she stands for American patriot.sm, 
American chivalry, American pride 4fmu 
American independence.’ 

This speech was uproariously cheered by 
all present and three cheers and a wuger 
rent the air for Mr. Burrows. 

Colonel George W. Adair, in his inimita- 
bie way, entertained the crowd for severai 
minutes as tie next speaker. He recalied 
a little history when General Sherman was 
being entertained in Atlanta on that ver) 
spot, and told the history of Atlanta's 
growth from that moment Wittily that 
he was loudly cheered by men and women 
alike. It was one of the happiest speeches 
of the day+just the Kind that 
Adair’s versatility and wit aiway q 
him to make. 

Mr. Eagan, president of the 
Manufacturers’ Association, was 
troduced and made a strong and 
speech about the exposition and the inter- 
est taken in it by all the manufacturers of 
Cincinnati. 

lie was followed by the irrepressible An- 
nin—W. E. Annin, of The Nebraska State 
Journal—who made the funniest speech of 
the day, abounding in clever things anda 
eloquent in praise of the hosts of the occa- 
s10Nn. 

“Now, what I want to say is this,” and 
Colonel Annin leaned forward, with sf 
clenched in the manner of the Nebraska 
politician on the stump, ‘‘what I want to 
say is this, that I have made up my mind 
to take a hand in Georgia politics. \Vith 
the feeling of gratitude and deep apoprecia- 
tion for the man who has most to 
prepare the glorious old Georgia barbecue 
dinner today, I nominate him as the next 
democratic candidate from the eiguth con- 
cressional district of this state, and call on 
my friends of the party down here to give 
him their hearty support.”’ 

This brought loud cheers for Colonel Cal- 
the sheriff of Wilkes county, 
the hero of the day. Colonel Annin 
tinued in this witty vein for more than ten 
minutes. 

He wag followed by Colonel W. C. Glenn, 
who made one of his usual forceful spee »- 
es and pleased the crowd with his °<io- 
quence, There is no more gifted speaker in 
all the south than Colonel] Glenn, and he 
was quite in the humor, which is suffici. at 
to declare that his speech was a delight to 
all. 

Colonel Glenn was followed by Mr. Morri 
son, president of the Cincinnati Commer- 
Gial Club. This was the closing speech. 
“Mr. Morrison declared that Atianta was 
the second Chicago of this country when 
it came to push and enterprise, and he pre- 
dicted that the exposition would certainty 
be th@ prettiest and the grandest and most 
complete ever heid in this region of the 
country. 

This wound up the joys of the day at the 
Driving Club and the visitors all rode home 
in the stree,. cars.

lHiow It Came About. 

Several weeks ago Mr. W. A. Camp, 
the well-known hotel man, formerly of Au- 
gusta, Anniston and Chattanooga, came 
to Atlanta’ determined to secure a hotel 
here. Captain Jackson had about decided 
to remodel the building, making an office 
building as complete’in every detail as the 
Equitable, when Mr. Camp presented to 
him the possibilities of converting the 
property into a magnificent hotel.

The Delegates Were, Carried Out to the 
Pumping Station, Where the Feast 
Was Spread.

A delighted throng was at the city pump- 
ing station yesterday afternoon. The water- 
works men were there.

Besides the usual routine work the ques- 
tion as to where the next convention will 
be held will be brought up and a lively 
scene is expected as both Richmond, Va., 
and Indianapolis, Ind., are putting in strong 
bids.

At the ‘Cue. 

Preparations of an extensive nature had 
been made for the barbecue. The. local 
committee had been at work for some time 
previous to the coming of the convention, 
making arrangements for the cooking of 
the meats to which the delegates would be 
treated. 

Their preparations were not in vain. 
When the train with its eleven cars, all 
loaded down with the guests, the city 
officials and their guests, reached tne 
grounds the aroma of the fresh-cooked 
meats floated through the grove, and gave 
all notice of the great feast in store. Some 
time was spent in looking abont the place, 
and then the clarion voice of Captain Bob 
Clayton toid them that it was high time 
for all to hie themselves hitherward. 

They came to the tables, which were 
laid out in a shady retreat, and lined them- 
selves up with deliberation and determina- 
tion. 

Then for an hour, while the merry bowl 
went ‘round, the waterworks men—some of 
then for the first time—were thrilled with 
the glory of a Georgia barbecue. Every- 
body was happy. It was an occasion for 
merriment, and after the feast all were 
called ’neath a large oak, from which place 
the orators were to hold forth. 

The Speeches Made. 

Mr. H. C. Erwin, the water board, 
was introduced, and made a short but 
happy talk.

He was followed by Judge George Hillyer, 
who also gave the members of the asso- 
ciation an idea in a general way of what 
Atlanta had accomplished. 

Made a Happy Hit. 

A happy hit was made by Mr. P. J. Moran. 
He was in a jolly humor, and before he 
had finished, those members who were 
too obdurate to be cheered by the effects 
of vinegared viands wore broad and ex- 
panding smiles. 

Mr. Moran said that Judge Hillyer had 
worked a remarkable reformation. 

“Some years ago,’ he said, ‘‘the judge 
Was a prohibitionist, stanch and firm. There 
was no one who fought for the right of 
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temprrance stronger than he; but the forces _ 


were against him, and he went down. De- 
feated, but not despairing, he clung with 
all the tenacity of his convictions to his 
old belief. Politically, he was whipped, but 
the genius of his inventive mind asscrted 
itself. 

“It was through his work mainly that the 
present great system of waterworks was 
established.’”’ 

Then in his inimitable way Mr. Moran 
told of the great temperance reform which 
had been going on since the works were put 
in order. Those who had been in the habit 
of taking their toddy had stopped. ‘lhe 
waters of the Chattahoochee were food 
enough for them. The judge had also im- 
provised a Keely cure which had been won- 
drous in its effects.

OF A COIN. 


After Twelve Years a Lost Pocket 
Piece Is Returned. 


From The Kansas City Star. 

Several days ago A. N. Moyer, receiving 
teller of the Wyandotte National bank, of 
Kansas City, Kan., found among his day’s 
receipts a quarter of a dollar bearing the 
name of ‘M. W. La Rue, Louisville, Ky.,” 
together with some heiroglyphics, the in- 
dividual marks of a Royal Arch Mason. 
He thought that the coin was undoubtedly 
a highly prized pocket piece, and he di- 
rected a postal card to M. W. La Rue, 
Louisville, in hope of find':ng the owner.

LANGLEY’S FLYING MACHINE. 


Eight Feet Long and Weighs Less 
Than a Safety Bicycle. 
From The New York Werld. 

The Langley flying machine, which flew 
1000 feet on a trial trip some days ago, 
is a marvel of mechanical ingenuity, deli- 
cacy and symimeétry. Aluminium §sateel 
forms the greater part of its frame. Its 
boilers and engines weigh less than ‘four- 
teen pounds to the horse-power, and the 
whole structure weighs less than the 
original safety bicycle. The horizontal 
plane section of the body has the contour 
of a mackerel, though all its transverse 
sections are circles. 

The machine is about eight feet long, and 
the wines of fine oil-glazed silk are at 
their widest portion not over twelve 
inches across, with a spread of perhaps 
four feet each. They are the wings of 
the dragon fly, rather than of the gull, 
whose motion in flight Secretary Langley 
sas studied so closely. Around ove of the 
private rooms of the Smithsonie  institu- 
tion are arranged scores of bird wings ex- 
tended, and exhaustive studies have been 
made of wing motion, bird flight and the 
action of the feathers in flight. At a trial 
flight of. the model not long ago Professor 
Langley and Alexander Melville Bell wit- 
nessed it together, and when it sailed 
through the air these gentlemen? weil past 
middle age, danced with joy and hugged 
each other in their exuberance like a pair 
of schooigirls. 

While Hiram Maxim has spent much 
riore money than Professor Langley, and 
has been very successful in producing a 
fiying machine, Professor Langley’s work, 
it is believed, has proceeded along myré 
permanent lines. ¢

THE LADIES GATHERED IN FORCE 


Some Wanted a Fulland Complete Fran- 
chise, While Others Wanted Only a 
Part—It Wasa Live Meeting. 


The most interesting and entertaining of 
all the meetings yet held by the Atlanta 
Woman's Suffrage Association took place 
yesterday afternoon at the Unitarian 
church. The attendance was large and a 
number of new names was added to the 
list of membership. 

The fun began with the introduction of a 
resolution providing for the appointment 
of a committee to draft a bill to be intro- 
duced at the next meeting of the Georgia 
legislature, conferring the ballot upon the | 
educated women of the state. — 

There was no difference of opinion among | 
the women as to their desire to vote, but 
as to the expediency of asking for a par- 
tial ballot or a full ballot, and as to wheth- 
er there should be an educational qualifi- 
cation or a property qualification or both 
or no qualification at all, various and con- 
flicting were the opinions, 

Mrs. Strahan lead off with. the demand 
for a full ballot—free and untrammeled; no 
property, no education, no nothing, save 
the requisite age. Ignorant men voted— 
ignorant women, black and white, should 
have the same right. Men without prop- 
erty exercised the franchise and women, as 
poverty stricken as themselves, should have 
the same glorious privilege. 

Mrs. Redwood based her demand for the 
ballot on scripture, quoting all along the 
line with citation of book, chapter and 
verse, fortifying her position as the skillful 
controversialist on religious questions but- 
tresses by laying hold upon the law and 
the prophets. But she didn’t want all wo- 
men to vote. She was strong for an edu- 
cational qualification. 

Mrs. McLendon expressed herself vigor- 
ously as in favor of the whole thing—a free 
and unrestrained ballot. 

‘Tt’s all nonsense,” she said, 
up to the legislature and say please let us 
vote on school matters. No; ask for a 
ballot exactly the same as men have; wo- 
men were entitled to it; it was their right. 
I never was much of a hand to ask for 
a slice of anything but I always wanted 
the whole loaf, especially when it comes 
to suffrage.” 

Mrs. Swift, president of the association, 
took the floor and, in strong and logical 
terms, urged the right of women to a full 
ballot. She did not see it as a question 
of women wanting to vote, but claimed 
the right of franchise for her sex ,on the 
ground of simple justice. She scouted the 
idea that women who were calling for po- 
litical equality were desirous of making 
themselves like men—imitating them, 
either in their masculine ways or their 
vices. Her leaning was toward @n educa- 
tional qualification when women were ad- 
mitted to the ballot box. 

Mrs. Storey, who is the daughter of an 
editor and has been an editor herself, 
modestly said that she would be satisfied 
if she could vote on sehoo! questions alone. 
She believed it would be better to grow up 
to full suffrage than to demand an unre- 
stricted ballot at the first jump. 

Mrs. Tom Jackson was not at all suited 
with the shrinking attitude on the suf- 
frage question. She had unbounded con- 
fidence in the chivalry of southern men 
and believed in coming right out. and tell- 
ing them just what women wanted. AS 
soon as men found out what was expected 
of them they'd be sure to do it. 

Mrs. Whitesides was likewise strongly 
in favor of having a full ballot, but she 
was not ready as yet to formulate her ideas 
on the question of educational or property 


qualification. 

Mrs. Thomas believed that women should 
be allowed to vote on all occasions just as 
men vote, but she was sure that the ad- 
mission of uneducated women to the ballot 
box would be a public calamity. They had 
had enough experience with ignorant male 
voters in the south to desire a _ repeti- 
tion of the mistake when women were al- 
lowed their rights at the polls. 

Mrs. Dr. Robertson expressed herself as 
being. strongly in favor of a full ballot for 
women who could read and write. She 
didn’t see the sense of asking for a part 
when it would be just as easy to get the 
whole. 

Mrs. W. G. Owen made some forcible re- 
marks upon the right of woman to the 
ballot in general, but she insisted that 
there should be an educational qualification. 
She believed that the admission of edu- 
cated women to the exercise of the fran- 
chise would solve the whole southern prob- 
lem for all time. Any measure. providing 
for the conferring of political rights upon 
women without such restriction she be- 
lieved would rouse the most vigorous op- 
position. 

Rev. Mr. McCrary, a new member of the 
association, who opened the meeting with 
an eloquent prayer, gave the ladies some 
fatherly advice. He cheered their hearts 
by asserting that there was a mighty mass 
among the people of Georgia who were 
fully in sympathy with the cause of women 
suffrage and that it only needed a proper 
occasion to make this sympathy felt. He 
warned the ladies to steer clear of political 
parties, but when he solemnly assured them 
that the negro woman was the greatest 
obstacle in the way of their being granted 
the ballot dissenting shakes of the head 
were seen in all parts of the house ,ac- 
companied sometimes by audible words of 
dissent. It was easy to see that the la- 
dies believed they knew more about the

negro woman than he did. 


At the end of a Jong and spirited debate 
in which it was seen that women can have 
the most pronounced ideas on political ques- 
tions, a cautious member got the floor and 
after adverting to the importance of the 
matter in hand and the necessity of pro- 
ceeding with due circumspection in the 
matter of submitting their claims to 
legislature of the state, moved that 
theme of debate be made the special order 
for the next regular meeting. The motion

IN SPITE OF THE HEAVY SELLING 


To Take Profitsa~W heat Opened 1 1-8 to 
13-8c Higher, but Closed 1-2c Un- 
der Tuesday—Stocks Firm. 


New York, May 29.—The feature of the 
early trading at the stock exchange was a 
break of 2 per cent in Pacific Mail from 
28% to 26% on selling due to the wreck of 
the company’s steamer Colina. Other weak 
spots at this time were Tennessee Coal and 
Iron, Tobacco, Baltimore and Ohio, Chicago 
and Egstern Illinois, Linseed Oil, Minneap- 
oOlis and St. Louis and Hocking Valley. The 
shares named declined %@1% per cent. Be- 
fore the expiration. of the first hour a de- 
mand to cover short contracts was noted 
in American Sugar, and the stock advanced 
to 117%. This steadied the general list and 
later on, when Chicago telegraphed predic- 
tions of rains in the grain belt and the 
price of wheat’ ran off a cent or so the bears 
on stocks became frightened and rushed in 
to cover.

New York, May, 29.—Summary of Hub- 
bard Bros. cotton letter: The government 
crop report published this morning being 
unfavorable had the effect of advancing 
Liverpool some 3 to 4-64d and our own mar- 
ket 8 to 9 points.

Corn—The advance in wheat and the try 
weather talk contributed equally to the 
firmness of corn at the beginning of the 
day’s session.

Chicago, May 29.—The highest point of 
the crop was reached this morning around 
the opening, July wheat selling at 82%c. The 
weather and the bulletins were factors. The 
map showed but light traces of rain last 
night and cold weather in the mountain 
districts, the latter moving toward the 
east and suggesting possible frosts in the 
northwest tonight. These were later pre- 
dicted by tne signal service, but were off- 
set by reports of rain in a few localities in 
the west with prospects of more tonight. 
The fact that tomorrow is a holiday and 
the market a weather one induced holders 
to realize quite freely. Good rains may 
fall before Friday and thus create a very 
bearish feeling and lower prices. Many of 
the local shorts had covered yesterday on 
the late strength, consequently there was 
not very much of this buying early, outsid- 
ers giving about the only support, which 
was somewhat inadequate to absorb the of- 
ferings. From 82%c prices gradually worked
